the learned have predited trom thoſe ſignal Apparitions, and that 
great ConjunEtion which will be celebrated in October next. 

As to the firſt, the Comet ſeen in Exgland, as well as in moſt parts 
of Exope;” andall@ in” _ $in December x680. According to our 
moſt learned Engliſh Mertin, it fignihes greavand unuſual Tempeſts by 
Sea arid Land, blaſts of wind ,"ftrafige- Treacheries , Death of Candl, 
Dearth of Grain, Plague, and Famine, with great Inundations of wa- 
ters.

As this greatand unuſual Flood 
might be the effefts of this Comet, 1o allo itmay have its ſignification 
and may predict Troubles, Wars,. and great Devaſtations and Depre- 
dations to come ſhortly on thoſe Countries, as it hath been obſerved 
in the like Caſes: Therefore let-F{anders.this year and the next, look 
to it ſelf, and Hand alfo, leſt they become > mak to the French Mo- 
rarch;-4t is much to be teare ſides this- 'Comet, we have from 
very faithful hands, that threeSuns have been ſeen at once ſeveral tires, 
the laſt of which was in April 168r. As alfo ſeveral other ftran Ap« 
paritions in the Ayre, of Armies Fighting; Ships combating and firing 
one at another, all which are not ſent in yain, and do, prediCt ſome- 
thing more than we are free'to {peak of at this time, but proceed in 
ns Ahoucſe of the Comet. - Fromundus ſaith, Cometa non eft Phyſica 
cauſa calamitatum ſed fignum potins ad placitum Dei. That 4 Comet is 
not a Phyſical cauſe of Calamities but rather a fign thereof, at the plea- 
ſire of God. So we may well believe that this remarkable Comet is 
a ſign of many Changes ro-come, and we may thence prediCt or fore- 
tell great changes in many places, as Scarcity, Plague, Famine, Wars, 
and Cruelties exerciſed by ſofhe potent Prince; |

This Ecclips ofthe Moon hapned on the 1 1th of February laſt, and 
was plainly feen of us. '-Tho Eccliples of either Luminar, are Natural, 
the one being cauſed by the interpolition of the Moon betwixt us,:and 
the Sun, which Shadows its -light by its opacous body, the other, being 

canſed by the interpoſition of theEarth berween the Moog. and the Sun, .
